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A PROCLAMATION. 


For Opening the Signet, and Intimating the Sitting of the 
SESSION. 


At Edinburgh, the15 day of October, 1689, 


Hereas His Sacred Majeſty Conſidering that His Commiſſioner, 
and the Eſtates of Parliament, did think fir co Stop the Open- 
ing of the Signet for ſume time, till His Majeſty ſhould Sig- 
nifie His Pleaſure concerning the Nomination of the Lotds 
of Seflion, And His Majeſty having Seriouſly Conſidered that 

ud Matter, and the great Inconveniencies that has, and inevitab- 
ly muſt ariſe to the Liedges, by ſo long a Surceaſe of Juſtice in this Kingdom, 
through the Intermiſſon of theSeſhon, and other Judicatures, Hath, by Hig 
Royal Letter, of the Date at Newmarket the 5th day of Ofeber inſtant,Signifi- 
ed His fixed Reſolution, to make up a compleat Nomination of the Lorcsof 
Seſſion, who are to Sit at the ordinary time, the firſt day of November next, 
and proceed in the Acminiſtraticn of Juſtice,and thatin order thereunto, and 
that Juſtice may have its due courſe, it 1s requifit and neceſſary that the 
Signet be Opened,to the Effe&, not only Proceſſes ſtancing in the Pcoks of 
Intolment, may be Wakened in the King 2nd Queens Nemes; Bur all Summons 
and Writs paſhng the Signet, may be Expeded in Their Majeſties Names, and 
ccmmon Form z And ter that Ffle&, His Majeſty bath Authorized, and Re- 
quited the Lorcs of His Privy Council, to Emit this Proclamation, in manner 
and to the Effect after-mentioned, Thheretore the ſaids Lords, Do, in T heir 
Majeſties Name and Authority, Certifieand make known to all the Liecges, 
that the Seffion will Sir at theordinary time, the fiiſt day of Nowember next: 
And that the faids Lorc's of Seſſion will proceed in the Acminiſtration of Ju- 
ſtice, ro ciſpatch Proceſſes a5 they ſtand in the Books of Inro|ment , which the 
ſaids Lords hereby Appoint to be Wakened, in the King-and Queens Names ; 
and forthat Effe&, the ſaids Lords, Do, in Name and Authority foreſaid,and 
by Eis Majefties ſpecial Warrand and Ccmmand, Orgcain and Appoint the Sig= 
net to be Opened, ficm, ard atter the ſeventeenth day of OFcber inſtants 
And by thir Preſents Declare the ſamen Open after the day foreſaid, ſo thar 
the ſaid Wakenings, andall other Summons and Writs may be Expeded, And 
the faids Lords, by His Majeſties Warrand and Command above- mentioned, 
hereby give Notice and Advertiſement to the Leidges, that the Lords of Seſ- 
fion formerly Nominat by His Majeſty, and whoſe Oaths were taken by the 
Earl of Crafwrd , upon His Majeſties ſpecial Order, are to give attendance for 
P:fling Bills of Suſpenfion, and other Bills in common Form, and that all the 
Leidges may have timeons Notice hereof, Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, 
and Fubliſhed by Macers of Privy Council, and Meſlengers at Aims, Sheriffs 
in that pait, at the Mercat-Crofs of Edinburgh, and other Places needful, that 
none may pretend ignorance,
